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CIA Must 
Debate 


Some employers conducting 
on-campus interviews may be re- 
quired to debate publicly contro- 
versial issues in which their 
company is involved, 


This situation stems from a 
resolution passed by the ASSS( 
Student Senate (9-1-1) at their 
November 22 meeting. (A re- 


vised version was resubmitted at 
the November 29 meeting). The 
resolution, concerning employer 
recruiting on campus, basically 
States that an employing organi- 
zation can be required to par- 
ticipate in a public debate be- 
fore it is permitted to use cam- 
pus facilities for recruitment. 

Under this resolution (aimed 
primarily at organizations such 
as the CIA,the military, and Dow 
Chemical), if an employing com- 
pany is challenged by a petition 
of fifty signatures it must de- 
bate; the subject of the debate 
to be chosen by the petitiog- 
ers. 

For this resolution to become 
campus policy it must first be 
approved by the Academic Senate 
scheduled to meet this Tuesday, 


December 5. The resolution, 
however, does not stand un- 
opposed, 


In opposition to this resolu- 
tion, submitted by ASSSC pres- 
ident Jan Eakes, a proposed SSC 
policy statement will be sub- 
mitted to the Academic Senate 
on Tuesday,

Debate, Appointments 


A debate between a represen- 
tative of the Centra! Intelligence 
Agency and two SSC professors 
has tentatively been scheduled 
for next Tuesday in the Little 


3 Amendments on Ballot 


Special ASSSC elections of 
two Student Senators and voting 
on three Constitutional Amend- 
ments has been postponed one 
day, and will be held December 
6-7, next Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. 

The postponement was vrant- 
ed this week by the Student Sen- 
ate at the suggestion of AS Pres- 
ident Jan Eakes and Elections 
Coordinator Gayle Anders, 

They explained that the later 
dates would facilitate problems 
of manning the polls and publi- 
cizing the election in the Hornet, 

On the ballot will be candi- 
dates for the offices of engi- 
neering and arts and sciences 
representative on the Senate, The 
two vacancies resulted from re- 
cent resignations, 

Platforms of candidates will 
be run in next Tuesday’s Hornet, 

The first constitutional 
amendment would change from 
two and one-half to four per 
cent the percentage of the total 
studentry that a school or di- 
vision must make up before it 


will have its own representative 
on the Senate, 

The amendment, written by 
Senate Chairman John E, Sut- 
ter and business representative 
Eddie Lee, is aimed at bring- 
ing the Senate closer to the ‘‘one 
man, one vote’’ ideal of rep- 
resentation, 

If passed, the amendment will 
go into effect next fall and would 
have the effect of combining the 
schools of education and so- 
cial work under one represent- 
ative. 

The second proposed consti- 
tutional amendment would change 
the terminology of the election 
statutes so that qualifications for 
ASSSC offices, i.e. units com- 
pleted, semesters at SSC, would 
have to be met by potentia! can- 
didates at the time they assume 
office rather than at the time 
they run, 

One effect of this amendment 
would be to allow junior college 
transfers to run for office at 
the end of their first semester

The debate has been arranged 
as a result of a motion passed 
by the Senate last week, in which 
that body recommended that re- 
cruiters not willing to participate 
in open, formal debate with stu- 
dents and faculty not be allowed 
on campus, 

According to AS President 
Jan Eakes, sociology professors 
John Leggett and Alex Garber 
will debate a CIA campus re- 
cruiter on the topic ‘‘Resolved: 
That the Actions of the CIA 
are Fully in the National 
Intere st.”’ 

According to the stipulations 
of the resolution, students must 
submit, at least five academic 
days before the first scheduled 
day of recruitment, a petition 
signed by at least 50 SSC stu- 
dents, 

The petition must include the 
recommended topic of debate and 
the names of the persons who 
will represent the group in the 
debate. 

The Senate this week passed 
by a 5-2-1 vote another recruit- 
ment resolution, resolving that 
‘it is the policy of Sacramento 
State College not to permit mili- 
tary recruiting on campus so 
long as General (Lewis B.) Her- 
shey’s directive remains in ef- 
fect.’’ 

The resolution refers to the 
Selective service Director’s di- 
rective that authorizes local Se- 
lective Service boards to void the

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Draft Protestors Set 
All Night Teach-in

“The War has been going on 
for so long that people have stop- 


ped talking about it.’’ That is 
what AS President Jan Eakes 
said when he heard about the 


All Night Teach-in to be held 
this Sunday in the Women’s Gym. 

Scheduled from 8 p.m. Sunday 
until 6:30 a.m. Monday the SC( 
Teach-in will be a segment of 
nation-wide protests against the 
draft and the Vietnam War. The 
program will include local and 
national authorities on the war, 
plus several films and two rock 
bands. Members of the Sacra- 
mento draft board have also been 
invited to speak. 

According to Students for a 
Democratic Soceity members 
Ron Groves and Hardy Frye,who 
are helping organize the Teach- 
in,the purpose of the event will 
be to ‘further the dialogue on 
the war, and discuss meaningful 
alternatives to the Draft.”’ 

Ken Dursa, of the Draft Re- 
sistance Union, who is helping 
SDS sponsor the teach-in, said 
“The various speakers will not 
advocate resistance to the draft, 
but will make it clear that a 
resistance movement exists and 
that a nationwide program to 
resist the draft is going on.’’ 

John Sutter, as Senate Chair- 
man, said he supported the teach- 
in and hoped it would be a 
successful as the Teach-in held 
two years ago. However, when 
Bill Schmidt introduced a motion 
in the ASSSC Senate to support 
the teach-in, Sutter cast his tie 
breaking vote against the resolu- 
tion. PROGRAM 

Speakers coming to the teach- 
in from SSC are Unja Lee of the 
Government Department, who 
will discuss ‘Cultural Back- 
ground to the Vietnam Conflict;” 
John Leggett, speaking on ‘Is 
Moderate Salanced?;’’ Steven 
Jenkins on ‘‘The Rhetoric of the 
War” and Hardy Frye, speaking 
on “The Civil Rights Movement 


and the Anti-War Movement.” 

Other speakers will be Franz 
Shurmann, author of ‘The Poli- 
tics of Escalation in Vietnam,’’ 
J.B. Nedlenks, who testified at 
the recent War Crimes Tribunal 
in Sweden; Reese Erlich, U.( 
Student who was suspended for 
anti-draft activities and Richard 
Lichtman, from the Santa 
Barbara Center for Study of Dem- 
ocratic Institutions. 

Also, folksinger Malvina Rey- 
nolds and ex-Green Beret Don 
Duncan may appear. 

Along with the speakers there 
will be several rock bands, a 
light show and a series of films 
which will be shown in the early 
morning hours, The films planned 
are “‘A Time of the Locusts,” 
“‘A Dream Deferred,” ‘We Shall 
March Again’’ and ‘‘Threatening 
Skies.’’ 

RALLY AND MARCH 

After the teach-in on campus, 
the Draft Resistance Union will 
parade down J Street to the Draft 
Board at the Post Office at 8th 
and I Streets for a rally against 
the existing draft policies. Ken 
Dursa said that several groups 
in the Sacramento area and 
groups fromother Northern Cali- 
fornia cities, have indicated that 
they will take ‘‘militant action’’ 
and attempt to close down the 
draft board. 

According to Dursa, partici- 
pants will turn in draft cards 
and deferrments to show opposi- 
tion to the war and the draft. 
Also he said, there will be sev- 
eral speakers to discuss the 
draft policy of ‘‘selecting young 
men from lower income and mi- 
nority groups.’’ 

Frye said that the SDS Teach- 
in is not connected with the 
Monday Morning March and or- 
ganizing activities for the March 
are not going to take place on 
campus during the teach- in. Frye 
went on to say that SDS is plan-

Garber to Evaluate 


Soviet Society Monday 


Alex Garber of the depart- 
ment of sociology will deliver 
a lecture entitled ‘‘Fifty Years 
of Soviet Society: A Sociological 
Analysis,’’ on December 4, at 
8 p.m., in the SSC Little Theater, 

Garber, a member of the col- 
lege’s Soviet Area Studies Com- 
mittee, wrote his doctoral dis- 
sertation on Soviet society at the 
University of Califoriua at 
Berkeley. 

Garber said, ‘‘Although it is 
very apparent that the terror 
has been appreciably diminished 
...in Soviet society, and, although 
the standard of living since 1958 


has been appreciably improved 
the fundamental structure of So- 
viet society still fits the totali- 
tarian model,..Development of 
democratic institutions is stiil 
lacking today,”’ 

Garber said it was his feel- 
ing that, had the Karensky liberal 
regime managed to solve 
Russia’s two major problems 
of World War I and land reform, 
it would have established itself 
as viable, ‘‘Lenin would not have 
been abie to come to power.” 

The lecture, sponsored by the 
soviet Area Studies Committee 
is open to the public,

‘“‘That sounds like a buy,’’ admitted Mr. Pranglove cautiously. ‘‘ But 
who trusts these foreigners if they can’t make up their minds’ Pll 
stick with the dollar, thank you. After all, I’ve got faith in the dollar.”’ 

Mr. Pranglove’s curiosity was piqued, however, and that evening 
he took a book out of the library on monetary policy. He read where 
we dug gold out of the ground in order to bury it under the ground 
and it wasn’t good for much anyway. But burying it under the ground 
gave people faith in paper money which the Government wouldn’t 
give them any gold for, because if you had any gold around the house 
you could get arrested and... 

Along about dawn, Mr. Pranglove tookadollar bill out of his wallet, 
stared at it for several minutes and a terrible thing happened 

Mr. Pranglove lost faith in the dollar! 

The very next day, Mr. Pranglove refused a dollar bill tendered 
by Mrs. Murphy in exchange for a small salmon. ‘‘That’s only a pivce 
of paper,” he said, ‘‘and this is a very nice fish. Maybe you've 
got a penknife or something of value’’’’ 

A local reporter wrote a human interest story about Mr. Pranglove’s 
new aberration. The story was picked up by the wire services and 
Mr. Pranglove became a national sensation, All over the country, 
people took out dollar bills and, for the first time, examined them 
thoroughly. 

The more that Government economists worriedly explained why 
people should have faith in paper money, the less faith people had. 
Until finally, no one believed it was worth anything. So it wasn’t 
worth anything. It was a great triumph for logic and reality. 

The result, of course, was a world-wide depression, 
starvation and unimaginable chaos.

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Willis Black, states in part: 
‘‘Following the principle that a 
coliege campus is a market place 
of ideas and preparation for ca- 
reers, the maximizing of the op- 
portunities for students and grad- 
uates is essential, To discrimi- 
nate between one recruiter over 
another is a limitation of the stu- 
dents’ and alumnis’ choice.” 

Black commented that the real 
question here is whether or not 
SSC will have an‘‘open-campus”’ 
—‘‘one in which the freedom 
to communicate is maximal with- 
in the bounds of the law,’ 

One point raised by Black in 
opposition to the resolution is 
its representation factor, As pre- 
scribed within the resolution, 
it is possible for fifty students 
to guide the will of twelve thous- 
and, There is, however, no ‘‘es- 
cape clause’’ that can be enacted 
by other members of the student 
body. For example it would be 
simple to get fifty signatures 
requiring Dow Chemicals to de- 
bate. But suppose Dow chooses 
not to debate, and thus not re- 
cruit on campus. Where does 
this leave the Chemistry majors 
who wish to explore all job op 
portunities and could raise even 
more signatures toallow recruit- 
ment without debate, There is no 
outlet for their desires. 

\nother point, continued 
Black, is that the situation could 
run out of hand, Fifty signatures 
is not a difficult number to ac- 
quire. As a result any or all of 
the four hundred companies con- 
ducting on-campus interviews 
could be challenged for one rea- 
son or another, Needless to say, 
many of these companies, rather 
than debate, would choose to not 
recruit at all, As a result, job 
opportunities for graduating stu- 
dents would diminish 

In reference to the CLA’s 
scheduled interviewing on 
Wednesday, November 6, (lhe 
reason for the swift action in 
passing the resolution) it is 
almost impossibie, according to 
slack, to conduct a debate with 
then \ though 4 petition of sixty 
four signatures has been filed, 
to be effective the resolution 
must aiso be passed by the Aca- 
demic Senate on Tuesday. 

The question that is left, then, 
is will the CIA be permitted ‘9 
recruit on campus’?

rector, Willis Black. It is his 
opinion that, regardless of his 
personal feelings, he is re- 
sponsible tothe thousand students 
who utilize these recruitment 
services, To deny them the ser- 
vice because of a minority of 
sixty-four students would be to 
deny them their freedom of 
choice, 

A similar situation occurred 
at San Fernando Valley State 
College. It was their policy, this 
view being shared by Black, that 
rather than to jeopardize 
the open-campus system, it is 
beiter to place no such restric- 
tions on employers, 

There are other ways to ex 
press points of view regarding an 
organization which sends re- 
cruiters to the campus, Ways this 
may be done are open meeting 
letters to the editors of the 
campus and outside new papers, 
and legal picketing outside the 
buildings used and not interfer- 
ing with the freedom of others. 

In any event, Black asserts, 
the tradition of the college cam 
pus as an open marketplace for 
free exchange of ideas must be 
upheld,

at SSC, rather than having them 
wait until the end of their first 
academic year at the College. 

The third proposed amend- 
ment would change the number of 
Signatures necessary to bring 
about an initiative, referendum 
or recall election. The amend- 
ment changes the necessary num- 
ber of signatures from ‘‘ten per 
cent of the voting members of 
the ASSSC’’ to ‘‘ten percent of 
the total number of ASSSC mem- 
bers having voted in the previous 
general spring election,’’ in the 
case of initiatives and referen- 
dums., 

Under the proposed amend- 
ment, recall elections will be held 
at the instigation of *‘ten per cent 
of the total number of ASSS( 
members having voted in a 
previous schoo! election or gen- 
eral-at-large election for the 
official in question and who ar« 
currently enrolled in an area 
represented by said official, 

The present statute says re- 
calls will be held when a pe- 
tition has been signed by ‘‘ten 
per cent of the voters who are 
elibible to vote for any particular 
official of the ASSSC,”’ 

The practicai effect of this 
measure would be to make the 
instigation of special elections 
easier than at present,

The last time Elvin Hayes and his teammates went out onto a 
basketball floor, it was to play the UCLA Bruins and Lew Alcindor 
in a semifinal game of the National Collegiate Athietic Association 
tournament to decide college basketball’s top team, 


That was last March and the Bruins, led of course by Alcindor, 
defeated the Cougars and then brushed Dayton the next night to win 
the title. 


What's all that got to do with Sacramento State’? 
Well, the next time Hayes leads the Cougars onto the floor, to- 
morrow night in Houston, they will be facing Ev Shelton and the SS 
Hornets. 


You might say that there’s a little bit of difference in the compe - 
tition, Or, looking at it from the Hornet point of view, it’s a helluva 
tough way to open a season.

Houston ended up with a 27-4 season’s record, including that last 
loss to UCLA, The Cougars, coached by Guy Lewis, were one of the 
top-ranked teams in the country, 

This year in the preseason polis, they were ranked second be- 
hind the Bruins in both wire service polls, 

The Cougars are led by Hayes, a 6-7 center who also answers 
to themickname ‘Big E,’’ Hayes was one of the country's top scorers 
and rebounders last year and he out-rebounded the 7-1 1/2 Alcindor 
in that play-off game. Needless to say, he was an All-American as 
a junior and is a cinch again this year, 

WHAT ELSE 

But Hayes isn’t all the Cougars have got. He’s just the best. 

Ihe whole Cougar team is big and strong. 


fomorrow’s game, or if you prefer, sacrifice, will open the Hor- 
net basketbail team’s longest and, as far as opponents are concerned, 
best road trip. After the stop in Houston, Shelton will take his team 
to Wyoming for a Monday night contest with the Cowboys, last year’s 
Western Athletic Conference champions, and then to Colorado State, 


ON TO LARAMIE 
That will be another rough one, That WAC title put the Cowboys 
into the NCAA tournament and guess who they faced in the first 
round’? 


That’s right. UCLA. The Bruins, who were 30-0, defeated the 
sophomore-laden Cowboys but Wyoming gave ‘em a tough go, All 
those sophomores will be back this season with a year under their 
belts. Wyoming is not only the WAC favorite, but is also picked as 
one of the top ten teams in the nation, 


But even if his team loses to the Cowboys, which it probably 
will, Shelton won't be too sad. The stop in Laramie will be a home- 
coming of a sort for vy because he coached the Cowboys for a twenty - 
year span from 1939 to 1959 before coming to Sacramento State. 


He had some good clubs, loo, Mis teams won the Kocky Mountain 
Conference title eight times and his 1943 club went all the way and 
took the NCAA crown, 


Wyoming officials are planning a big welcome for Shelton but it 
almost had to be called off. The 69-year old Shelton, who is entering 
his 45th and last (because of the state’s mandatory retirement law) 
year of coaching, suffered a slight heart attack last month and was 
confined to the hospital for several weeks while frosh coach Jack 
Heron took over the varsity. 


But Shelton made it back in time for the three game trip, He 
was released from the hospital last week and given medical clearance 
to coach again last Tuesday. 


THEN TO COLORADO 
From Laramie, the Hornets will travel to Ft. Collins, ( olorado, 
for a Tuesday night date with the Colorado State College Rams, 
CSC, an independent, was 14-10 last season, 


So that makes up SSC’s first road trip. Ihe team left by plane 
early this morning for Houston and wil! return to Sacramento on 
Wednesday. 


While this is the first trip for the Hornets, other teams in the 
Far Western Conference have been opening with eastern road trips 
for years, San Francisco State annually treks to Ohio, Illinois, and 
Indiana for what always turns out to be a rough trip, The Gators have 
won only one of 27 games on their eastern swings. 


Then there’s the Davis Mustangs, ‘The Aggies, never a school to 
be outdone, opened last season in Colorado, with a contest against 
Colorado School of the Mines, The Ags later played Colorado State 
but that first one had to be one of the high spots of the entire trip. 


All seriousness aside, the three games can’t help but improve 
the Hornets. Even if they do get bombed alli three times, the Hornet 
can’t help but pick up a little bit from their opponents,

And so now, as the school goes into its 20th year of basketball, 
the caliber of competition picks up. Not that the Green and Gold 
haven’t played some big schools, SSC has played Cal Berkeley and 
Oregon each one time, losing both games.

SSC’s all-time basketball record, the Hornets have also played some
